physical defect for each of 650' Iowa 
children osnmlncd since September 
25 has been found by Dr. John W. 
I'rentlce'and Dr. Florence W. Johns- 
ton. University of Iowa physicians In 
the dlflslon of maternity and Infant 
hygiene, who have been conducting 
free, clinical examinations In .various 
parts of the state. Tlielr work, how- 
ever, has been aimed at'tha observa- 
tion and suggested Ire.itmont of the 
physlcdlly subnormal rather than the 
normal child. 
, 


Over 00 por cent of the' defects 


found were declared tn he totally or 
partially correctable. The percentage 
of possible corrections decreases with 
the Increasing ago of the child. 


Out of 050 .children examined 9M 


defects were found. The defects mul- 
tiply with the age of tho child. It has 
been 
Doctor I'rentlce's 
observation 


that rural children have as many phy- 
sical defects as do city children.' 


Malnutrition Is found ns often among 


farm children as among clly children. 
Several reasons were ascribed to tblaj 
.among them lack of variety In diet 
and defective teeth. 
The. most fre- 


quent defects among rural children 
were found to be malnutrition, de- 
cayed teeth, enlarged adenoids and en- 
larged, diseased tonsils. 


Need Variety In Food. 


"Children need a variety of food 


elements ns do livestock," said Doctor 
Prentice, referring to the well-balanced 
diet for farm animals that 'experts 
have prepared. 
"The rural children 


seem to get food In silfllcient Quantity 
but nut the variety or balanced diet 
that cmihlrs all tissues of the bodv 
to develop jirnperly. In other words, 
they live on a 'on&sliled'.,diet. Chil- 
dren with h:id tcelh fall to masticate 
nnd digest their food well and they 
absorb nnd swallow harmful poisons 
(lint come from the decayed teeth." 


Children examined at the clinics nrc 


scheduled In advance If possible. Their 
histories are taken, they are examined. 
:i chart of their physical state Is made, 
a summary drawn and treatments 
recommended for defects. Tills record 
is kept by the coumy or school nurse 
with the name of the family physician. 
A copy of. this record Is given the 
parents and they are instructed to 
take Uie child along with Uie record to 
Ihe family physician. 


About 50 per cent of the cases In 


communities where clinics have been ' 
held have reported to the family phy- 
sicians as Instructed, according to re- 
ports of nurses and physicians. It Is 
Iwlleved this proportion will be greatly 
Increased as the work advances. 


Gives Advice on Diet. 


In order to reach the children clinics 


are held In various towns and cities 
under the auspices of local physicians 
and county and school nurses; Doctor 
Prentice examines the children and 
•Doctor Johns Ion a'cts as adviser to the 
mothers on questions of child diet, 
prenatal and postpartum care.

change Its uex, has studied the rela- 
tionship of the common hermit crab 
to the anemone and certain aquatic 
worms which live communally with lu 


Tha conclusions readied by Doctor 


Orton are that both animals arc bene- 
fited by their habits. 
The anemone 


derives advantages from the hermit 
crab by being dragged ubout with Its 
tentacles on the ground, and being 
given opportunities for picking up food 
left or lost by the crab. The crab 
obtains protection from Qsh attacks, 
owing to the unpleasantness of the 
anemones as food. 


In the case of the worm,1 one was 


observed to crawl alongside the body 
of'the crab and literally take with 
Impunity a piece of food from between 
the crab's Jaws and bolt It—an action 
tolerated by the worm's landlord.
